TO  : THE  CHAIRMAN  ALP  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

The  Annual  Report  is  produced  in  the  same  form  as  it  has  been  since 
1954.  In  this  form  the  work  entailed  is  kept  down  to  a minimum  and  the  cost 
is  small.  The  one  disadvantage  of  the  present  arrangement  is  that  matters 
which  affect  one  council  may  receive  publicity  before  the  council  concerned 
has  seen  the  report.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will,  at  least  partially,  be 
avoided  by  issuing  the  report  to  all  councils  in  the  same  month. 

The  difficulties  encountered  over  the  control  of  milk  in  relation 
to  Brucella  Abortus  during  1965  in  the  Kirkbymoorside  Rural  District 
continued  into  1966.  Two  people,  who  were  supplied  with  milk  from  a suspect 
source,  were  reported  as  having  contracted  Brucellosis.  The  circumstances 
prevailing  at  the  time  posed  difficult  medico-legal  problems  for  which  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  could  rely  only  on  his  own  interpretation  of  the 
law.  The  absence  of  any  case  law  made  this  particularly  difficult.  This 
series  of  events  involved  a great  deal  of  work  for  the  staff  of  the  Area 
Health  Office  and  the  Council’s  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1 7/ 66  helps  in  the  interpretation  of 
the  regulations  but  wherever  raw  milk  is  sold  the  problem  of  brucella 
infection  gives  rise  to  many  difficulties.  Fortunately  producers  generally 
are  co-operative  and  are  anxious  to  solve  rather  than  conceal  the  difficulties. 

The  number  of  births  in  1 966  was  337  as  compared  with  420  in  1965* 
The  adjusted  live  births  rates  were  17.21  and  13.72  per  1000  population. 
Whether  this  is  a general  trend  or  a freak  occurrence  it  is  not  possible  to 
say  but  the  change  is  much  greater  than  that  in  the  country  as  a whole.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  RYEDALE  AREA. 


For  the  purposes  of  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority’s  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
the  North  Riding  is  divided  into  10  Areas. 

The  Ryedale  Area  consists  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Mai ton  and  Pickering 
and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside , Mai ton  and  Pickering.  The 
Area  Health  Sub-Committee,  to  which  the  Area  Medical  Officer  is  responsible, 
consists  of  representatives  of  the  County  Council,  the  District  Councils  and 
co-opted  members.  This  Sub-Committee  meets  six  times  per  year. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICES 

The  Area  is  served  by  Ambulance  Stations  at  Kirkbymoorside  and  Malton.

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NURSING  SERVICES 


(including  home  nursing.  kealtii  visiting  & midwifery)  . 


The  Area  is  divided  into  15  nursing  districts.  The  nurses  appointed 
to  these  districts  undertake  Home  Nursing,  Health  Visiting  and  Domiciliary 
Midwifery. 


The  area  is  at  present  served  by  15  full  time  and  one  part  time 
nurse.  6 nurses  are  qualified  Health  Visitors,  7 have  nursing  and  midwifery 
qualifications  and  two  full  time  and  one  of  the  part  time  nurses  have 
qualified  as  District  Nurses. 


The  majority  of  confinements  take  place  in  hospital.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

This  service  has  shown  a steady  increase  throughout  the  past  sixteen 
years  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  continue  to  grow.  Recruitment  of 
people  to  provide  this  service  is  not  easy  and  it  is  possible  that  the  demand 
may  outstrip  the  available  labour. 

On  1st  April,  1967  the  minimum  charge  for  domestic  help  will  be 
abolished.  This  matter  was  referred  to  in  the  report  for  1965.

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CHIROPODY 


This  service  is  provided  for  people  on  retirement  pensions,  disabled 
persons  and  expectant  mothers,  A standard  charge  of  2/-  per  treatment,  which 
may  be  waived  under  certain  circumstances,  is  made. 

This  service  is  provided  at  9 centres,  viz.,  Mai ton,  Pickering, 
Thomton-le-Dale , Kirkbymoorside , Helmsley,  Welbum,  Terrington,  Sheriff  Hutton  and 
Bulner.  There  is  a total  of  356  sessions  per  annum.  Where  the  patient  is  unable 
to  attend  a Clinic  because  of  a physical  handicap  domiciliary  treatment  is  provided.

CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

Nursing  aids  are  supplied  on  request  by  the  Area  Health  Office  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  general  practitioner  or  nurse.  In  certain  cases  extra  items 
of  diet  may  be  provided.  Hearing  Aid  accessories  are  provided  at  the  Area  Health 
Office  at  Pickering. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Most  of  this  work  is  carried  out  by  nurses  and  doctors  in  clinics  and  in 
the  home.  Occasionally  formal  lectures  with  the  aid  of  film  strips  and  other  visual 
material  may  be  given. 

HOSPITALS 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  Cross  Lane  Hospital, 
Scarborough  or  Yearsley  Bridge  Hospital,  York,  when  necessary. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  hospital 
confinements  and  expectant  mothers  are  admitted  to  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Scarborough, 
Scarborough  General  Hospital,  Westow  Croft  Maternity  Hospital,  Fulford  Maternity 
Hospital  and  Northallerton  Maternity  Hospital.

There  is  excellent  liaison  particularly  with  the  Scarborough  and  Y/hitby  Hospitals 
in  regard  to  the  admission  and  discharge  of  patients. 

VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS 

Co-operation  with  voluntary  organisations  continues  but  particular  mention 
must  be  made  of  the  Pickering  Ambulance  Association.  This  body  provides  transport 
for  people  in  the  Pickering  area  who  would  otherwise  be  unable  to  attend  Chiropody 
Clinics  and  also  provides  extra  items  of  nursing  equipment. 

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  hold  regular  Clinics  at  Malton  and 
Pickering  to  provide  for  this  service.  The  response  to  this  service  has  not  been 
as  good  as  it  should  be  and  every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  district  nurses  to 
encourage  people  to  attend. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northallerton  carries  out  examination  of 
water,  milk,  ice-cream  and  pathological  specimens  taken  during  the  investigation 
of  infectious  diseases.

All  these  cases  were  traced  to  a canteen  where  cold  food  was  reheated 
on  a number  of  occasions.  The  infection  was  due  to  Clostridium  Welchii.  As  a 
result  of  the  investigations  and  advice  the  standard  of  hygiene  improved 
considerably  in  this  canteen.

Two  cases  of  Brucellosis,  one  in  Kirkbymoorside  R.D.  and  one  in  Mai  ton  R.D. 
were  reported  and  confirmed. 

Both  these  cases  were  supplied  with  milk  from  a known  infected  herd. 

In  all  cases  of  a positive  ring  test  full  investigation  has  been  carried  out 
and  with  the  exception  of  one  producer,  where  legal  action  had  to  be  taken, 
producers  have  co-operated  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection.

During  the  year  four  onc-bedroon  and  four  two-bedroon  old  peoples  bungalows 
wore  erected  at  Elmslac  Close,  Helmsley,  and  have  been  naned  "Warwick  Place". 

Work  also  commenced  on  the  erection  of  four  onc-bedroon  old  peoples  bunga- 
lows at  Anpleforth. 


Work  commenced  on  ono  of  the  eight  houses  it  is  proposed  to  build  at  Elmslac 
Road,  ^clnsley. 


Eighteen  garages  are  provided  on  the  Elmslac  Road  Estate  and  rented  to  the 
tenants  on  tho  Estate. 


At  the -end  of  the  year  there  were  88  applications  for  Council  Houses  still 
outstanding  of  which  46  were  for  old  peoples  dwellings.  28  of  the  applica- 
tions were  from  persons  living  outside  the  district. 


HOUSING  ESTATE  MAINTENANCE 

The  Council  employs  a Foreman,  Mason,  Mason’s  Labourer  and  a Painter/Joiner 
and  general  repairs  were  carried  out  during  tho  year  by  direct  labour. 

A General  Handyman  was  employed  on  the  first  of  August  and  a great  deal  of 
his  time  is  spent  on  the  maintenance  of  the  Council  Offices  and  Estate  Lawns 
and  open  spaces. 

iill  plumbing  work  has  been  let  out  to  local  contractors  for  a trial  period 
but  experience  has  shown  that,  in  order  to  maintain  control  of  this  work, 
prevent  delays  and  secure  efficiency,  the  appointment  of  a plumber  should  be 
considered. 

The  Council's  painting  programme  during  the  year  covered  48  houses  at 
Elmslac  Road  but  owing  to  the  bad  weather  and  shortage  of  labour,  12  houses 
had  to  be  left  over.

Messrs.  Palothorpes,  Ltd.  of  Tipton,  Staffs.,  continue  to  operate  the  sausage 
and  pie  factory  established  in  the  district  some  tine  ago.

WATER  SUIT-LIES 


All  the  villages  in  the  area  enjoy  piped  water  supplies*  Outlying  farms 
and  properties  in  the  reraotc  districts  arc  supplied  by  privately  owned  springs. 

The  water  supplies  in  the  district  are  administered  by  the  Ryedale  Joint 
Water  Board. 

During  the  year  42  samples  of  wator  from  the  various  parishes  of  the  distri'f^ 
were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  the  public  mains  is  approximately 
1,359  and  the  population  supplied  is  approximately  4,794*  If  is  not  known  the 
nweber  of  houses  which  are  supplied  directly  or  the  number  of  stand  pipes. 

lUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  disposal  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  at  tho  Tip 
at  locklcy  Dale. 

The  Refuse  Tip  continues  to  be  maintained  and  operated  under  strict  super- 
vision and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  it  in  a clean  and  tidy  condition.  The 
tractor  purchased  by  the  Council  continues  to  give  valuable  assistance  with 
this  work. 

Due  to  the  speed  at  which  the  present  Tip  is  filling  up,  it  is  recommended 
that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  a new  site.  The  quantities  of  refuse  dealt  with 
.increases  in  bulk  from  year  to  year. 

House  refuse  is  collected  on  a fortnightly  basis  by  direct  labour  using  a 
Karrier  Diesel  Gamecock  10/12  cu.yd.  capacity  vehicle  and  a labour  force  of 
two  men  and  additional  labour  is  employed  in  the  town  of  Helmslcy  and  other 
more  densely  populated  areas. 

jti  new  Shclvokc  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipping  Compression  vehicle  is  on 
order. 


DRAfflN.~i.GE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  aro  six  sewago  disposal  works  situated  in  the  area,  five  of  which 
deal  exclusively  with  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  Helmslcy,  Sproxton, 
Oswaldkirk,  Amplcforth  and  Gilling  East. 

The  sixth  sewage  disposal  works  at  Wombleton  serves  the  parishes  of  Bcadlam, 
Haromc,  Nawton  and  Wombleton  and  is  administered  by  this  Department  under  the 
Joint  Committee  of  Helmslcy  and  Kirbymoorsidc  Rural  District  Councils.  A 
scheme  is  being  prepared  to  take  the  sewage  from  Nunnington  in  the  Kirbymoor- 
side  Rural  district  area  to  those  works  for  treatment. 


The  day  to  day  maintenance  of  these  works  is  carried  out  by  a mobile  team 
of  two  men  with  a Morris  van  for  transport.  The  use  of  the  tractor  assists 
greatly  in  the  maintenance  of  these  works. 


It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  schemes  for  Wass  and  Ricvaulx  and  the  ..mple- 
forth  College  sewage  works  are  receiving  consideration.  With  the  completion 
of  these  schemes  the  Council  might  well  consider  the  provision  of  schemes  for 
tho  villages  of  Iiawnby,  Stonegrave,  Coulton,  Old  By  land,  Oldstead,  locklcy, 
Scawton,  Cold  Kirby  and  Cawton.

The  Rodent  Operator  employed  jointly  by  this  Council  and  Kirbynoor- 
side  Rural  District  Council  to  carry  out  their  obligations  under  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  has  been  fully  engaged  through- 
out the  year.  Regular  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Council 
owned  Refuse  Tips,  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  and  open  ditches. 

The  number  of  properties  in  the  district  surveyed  was  149  and  208 
treatments  were  carried  out. 

The  sun  of  £130-11-3.  is  recoverable  for  work  carried  out  on  business 
premises.

For  the  provision  of  bath,  wash  hand  basins,  hot  water  supply,  W.C.  and 
food  store  the  maximum  Standard  Grant  is  £155«  but  where  a new  connection  needs 
to  be  made  to  the  water  main,  a septic  tank  is  required  on  the  drainage  system  or 
there  is  not  sufficient  room  in  the  house  to  provide  a bathroom  and  an  extension 
to  the  building  is  required,  it  is  permissible  to  award  an  increased  Grant  up  to 
a maximum  of  £350*  Of  the  13  applications  approved  4 were  awarded  an  increased 
Grant  towards  the  cost  of  installing  septic  tanks.  This  Grant  now  provides 
reasonable  financial  aid  to  the  owner  of  property  in  the  built  up  areas  and  by 
the  increased  Grant  enables  reasonable  assistance  to  be  given  to  the  owner  of 
property  in  the  rural  areas.  In  general,  it  seems  that  the  most  common  reasons 
for  not  providing  these  amenities  are  that  many  small  cottages  in  the  town  do  not 
have  adequate  space  to  provide  a bathroom  (and  there  is  little  opportunity  for 
extension  of  the  property)  or  houses  are  owned  or  occupied  by  elderly  people  who 
do  not  want  the  upset  of  improvement  works. 

DISCRETIONARY  GRANTS 


9 Applications  were  received  as  against  7 during  1965.  All  were  approved 
except  one  and  this  was  found  to  be  ineligible  as  the  cost  of  the  work  did  not 
exceed  £100.  All  of  the  applications  were  for  the  improvement  of  existing  houses, 
there  being  none  submitted  in  respect  of  the  conversion  of  existing  building  to 
form  housing  accommodation.  3 improvement  schemes  and  1 conversion  were  completed 
in  the  year  for  which  £2,080.  0.  0.  were  paid  in  Grants. 

A total  of  159  applications  have  now  been  received  since  the  introduction 
of  these  Grants.  At  the  end  of  1966  there  were  126  completed  schemes  for  which 
Grants  have  been  paid  totalling  £36,385.  10.  0.  Through  the  completion  of  the 
126  schemes  a total  of  133  houses  have  been  improved  or  created  giving  an  average 
cost  per  house  of  £273*  Us  0*  in  Grant  aid. 

It  is  now  17  years  since  the  introduction  of  the  Discretionary  Grant  and 
in  this  time  the  maximum  figure  which  may  be  contributed  in  Grant  aid  has  remained 
at  £400.  The  cost  of  building  work  and  materials  has  increased  beyond  all 
expectations  during  this  time  and  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  a revised  maximum 
figure  for  Grant  purposes  could  be  justified  and  might  also  encourage  the  thorough 
overall  of  further  properties  which  are  worthy  of  such  attention. 

UNFIT  HOUSES 

One  house  was  officially  closed  during  1966  and  5 houses  which  were  considered 
to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  were  improved  by  the  owners  as  a result  of  informal 
action.  It  has  been  found  that  the  best  opportunity  for  dealing  with  unfit 
property  is  when  the  tenant  is  given  the  tenancy  of  a Council  house.  This  gives 
the  opportunity  for  serving  Notices  on  the  owner  before  the  tenant  moves  out  and  it 
is  then  possible  either  to  serve  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders  or  consider  schemes 
for  the  improvement  of  the  dwelling.  This  work  is  closely  tied  to  the  housing 
programme  and  until  further  Council  houses  are  made  available  there  will  be  little 
opportunity  to  deal  with  unfit  houses. 

Three  houses  in  Piercy  End,  Kirkbymoorside  which  were  the  subject  of  closing 
orders  were  subsequently  demolished. 

COUNCIL  HOUSES 


At  Queen’s  Way,  Kirkbymoorside  4 flats  and  2 three  bedroomed  houses,  which 
were  under  construction  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  were  completed  and  this  site 


has  no  room  for  further  houses  or  garages.  No.  39  Queen’s  Way  was  purchased  from 
the  North  Riding  County  Council  having  bec.ome  surplus  to  their  requirements.  The 
Council,  did  however,  make  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  respect  of  adjoining 
land  owned  by  the  Exors  of  Miss  I.  Fetch  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Minister  approved  the  Order.  Negotiations  were  then  entered  into  with  a view 
to  purchasing  land  adjoining  Queen's  Way  and  the  Order  land  and  in  the  ownership 
of  the  Kirkbymoorside  Tennis  Club  and  Messrs.  Jack  Wigley  & Son.  There  is  every 
hope  that  all  this  land  will  become  available  to  the  Council  as  sites  for  the 
construction  of  houses  during  196?  and  will  total  rather  more  than  4 acres  in  all. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the'  development  of  the  Dale  End  site  in  Kirkbymoorside 
did  not  go  forward,  due  to  difficulties  concerning  the  type  plans  and  the  high 
estimate  of  the  schemes  put  forward  during  1966,  At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was 
proceeding  on  revised  type  plan's  with  a view  to  the  dwellings  complying  with  the 
Parker  Morris  standards  but  also  being  of  reasonable  cost.  This  site  will 
accommodate  20  bungalows,  10  houses  and  a communal  hall  with  wardens  flat  above. 
With  a waiting  list  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  totalling  at  least  70,  it  is 
obvious  that  further  development  should  take  place  at  a very  early  date.  This 
Council  have  not  constructed  bungalows  in  the  past  and  there  is  an  obvious  need 
for  them  to  rehoi’.se  people  who  are  at  present  living  in  3 bedroomed  houses,  whether 
these  be  owned  by  the  Council  or  privately.  Anyone  re-housed  will  make  available 
a 3 bedroomed  house  for  family  use. 


Taking  into  account  the  increasing  number  of  jobs  available  in  Kirkbymoorside 
it  is  natural  that  further  development  should  be  concentrated  in  the  town  over 
the  next  few  years  and  the  Council  have  been  wise  to  purchase  the  land  at  Dale  End 
and  that  adjoining  Queen's  V/ay.  The  only  other  land  in  the  ownership  of  the  Council 
would  provide  for  two  houses  at  Appleton~le~Moors , two  houses  at  Hutton-le~Hole 
and  two  houses  at  Spaunton.  As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  there  is  no  serious  need 
to  purchase  additional  land  in  the  villages  at  the  present  time.  As  development 
takes  place  in  Kirkbymoorside  over  the  next  two  or  three  years  it  will  be  possible 
to  formulate  an  opinion  as  the  adequacy  of  the  Council's  housing  programme  and 
during  this  time  it  should  be  possible  to  decide  whether  or  not  additional  land 
should  be  obtained  or  if  sufficient  housing  is  being  provided.  Adequate  land 
has  been  made  available  during  the  year  for  private  development  but  it  is  not 
possible  to  obtain  information  from  the  developers  regarding  the  speed  of 
construction  of  these  houses.  It  may  be  that  some  of  the  applicants  for  Council 
houses  will  purchase  those  constructed  by  private  developers  and  this  may  affect, 
to  some  small  degree,  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  plans  had  been  prepared  for  an  additional  two  houses 


at  Appleton-le  -Moors  and  Euttou-le-EoIe.

During  the  year  the  Council  considered  the  increasing  amount  of  repair  work 
required  to  some  of  the  older  houses  and  the  ultimate  effect  created  by  the 
construction  of  new  houses.  Although  repairs  are  not  needed  for  some  years  on 
the  new  properties  these  add  to  the  number  of  houses  which  need  to  be  painted 
every  year.  The  Council  finally  decided  to  employ  a man  to  carry  out  repairs, 
the  painting  of  Council  houses  and  also  other  Council  property.  30  houses  were 
painted  during  the  summer  months.  The  houses  were  of  the  older  type  with 
numerous  small  panes  to  the  windows.  The  frames,  in  many  instances,  were 
suffering  from  rust  and  needed  more  preparation  than  the  galvanised  frames. 

Due  to  reasonable  mild  weather  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  all  repair  work  was  well 
in  hand  and  the  system  appeared  to  be  working  quite  well.  The  cost  of  housing 
repair  work  during  the  year  was  £2,173-> 

FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 
Milk  Supplies  - Brucella  Abortus 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a Summons  was  outstanding  against  Mr.  M.H. 

Watson  of  Jersey  Manor  Farm,  Kirkbymoorside  for  non-compliance  with  a Notice 
served  under  Section  20  of  Part  VII  of  the  Milk  & Dairies  (General)  Regulations 
1939*  This  Summons  was  heard  before  the  Ryedale  Magistrates  at  Pickering  when 
the  case  was  found  proved  and  defendant  fined  £40.  with  £30.  costs. 

In  the  intervening  period  samples  had  been  found  to  be  clear  of  Brucella 
Abortus  and  the  Notice  was,  therefore,  withdrawn.  Later,  however,  a further 
sample  was  taken  and  found  positive.  This  result  prompted  the  Council’s  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  serve  another  Notice  under  the  same  Regulation.  In  due 
course  a sample  was  purchased  from  one  of  Mr.  Watson’s  delivery  vans  and  this 
bottle  of  milk  was  reported  by  the  Laboratory  to  be  untreated.  A further  Summons 
was  served  on  Mr.  Watson  but  in  this  instance  the  Ryedale  Magistrates  decided  that 
the  case  was  not  proved.  Three  days  after  purchasing  the  sample  of  milk  the  farmer 
ceased  retailing  and  dispatched  all  milk  to  a wholesaler  for  heat  treatment.  This 
practice  continues  to  date. 

One  other  case  of  Brucella  Abortus  was  discovered  by  regular  sampling  of  milk 
from  another  supplier  and  upon  samples  being  taken  by  the  County  Public  Health 
Inspector  from  each  cow  of  the  herd  it  was  found  that  only  one  animal  was  proved 
positive  and  the  owner  promtly  removed  it  from  the  herd  and  had  it  slaughtered. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  give  this  last  case  as  little  publicity  as  possible  for  any 
mention  that  milk  from  that  particular  herd  was  infected  with  Brucella  Abortus  may 
result  in  the  public  obtaining  supplies  from  another  source.  This  would  not  only 
penalise  the  owner  who  had  already  taken  drastic  action  to  ensure  that  his  milk 
supply  was  not  infected,  but  it  would  also  mean  that  the  public  were  not  purchasing 
milk  which  at  that  time  was  known  to  be  pure.  Whilst  it  is  essential  to  track  down 
an  infection  and  deal  with  it  as  the  circumstances  require, it  is  also  essential  to 
protect  a dairy  farmer  who  is  sincere  in  his  efforts  to  supply  nothing  but  the 
highest  quality  product.  l8  samples  of  raw  milk  were  submitted  for  analysis.

FOOD  PREPARATION  PREMISES 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  premises  where  the  trade  of  fish 
frying  is  carried  out  and  also  where  there  are  producers  of  sausages,  pies  and 
potted  meat.  The  total  are  2 in  the  case  of  fish  frying  and  3 for  the  meat 
products. 


ICE  CREAM 


All  licenced  premises  in  this  District  retail  prepacked  varieties  of  ice  cream 
and  20  premises  have  been  issued  with  licences.  Delivery  vans  do  enter  the 
District  from  bases  in  other  Authority  areas  and  cold  mix  ice  cream  is  retailed  from 
some  of  these  vans. 


FOOD  POISONING 


There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported  during  1966. 

SHOPS,  STALLS  AND  VEHICLES 

No  official  action  has  been  necessary  regarding  the  shops  etc.  but  informal 
action  was  taken  concerning  a lock  up  shop  in  West  End,  Kirkbymoorside.  This  shop 
was  retailing  milk  and  meat  products  and  had  none  of  the  facilities  required  by  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Ultimately,  the  shop  was  closed  and  this  averted  the  need 
to  report  to  the  Council  with  a view  to  complaints  being  laid  before  the  Courts. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966  come 
into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1967,  as  do  amending  Regulations  which  were 
issued  later  in  1966.  The  effect  of  these  Regulations  is  virtually  to  give 
similar  powers  in  relation  to  Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles  as  exist  for  shop 
premises.  There  are  exemption  provisions  but  owners  will  be  required  to  observe 
the  Regulations  where  they  apply. 

Very  few  stalls  are  used  in  this  area  but  some  are  used  for  the  sale  of  wet 
fish  and  green  grocery  in  the  open  market  each  Wednesday.  The  Kirkbymoorside 
Memorial  Hall  Committee  collect  the  tolls  for  this  market  and  a scheme  has  been 
approved  by  them  for  the  provision  of  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  in  the  Memorial 
Hall  and  toilets  at  present  in  the  building  will  be  available  for  use  by  the  traders. 

SHELL  FISH  REGULATIONS 

These  regulations  present  no  problems  to  this  District. 

BAKEHOUSES 

Bread  and  cakes  are  manufactured  for  sale  at  one  property  in  Kirkbymoorside 
and  these  products  are  retailed  from  the  firms  own  shop. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  two  private  Slaughterhouses  in  the  District  continue  to  operate  and  there 
is  no  public  Slaughterhouse.  A charge  is  made  for  the  meat  inspection  service 
and  as  in  the  previous  year  this  was  set  at  2/6d.  per  beast,  9d.  per  pig, and  calf 
and  6d.  per  sheep.  All  meat  intended  for  human  consumption  was  inspected  but  this 
involved  work  at  Nunnington  Slaughterhouse  each  Sunday.  Provision  is  now  given  in 
the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations  19&6  for  a Local  Authority  to  fix  the 
hours  of  slaughter  and  the  Council  resolved  that  the  hours  be  from  8 a.m.  to  8 p.m. 
each  day  of  the  week  except  Sunday.  This  will  come  into  effect  early  in  19&7 
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it  us  understood  that  the  revised  slaughtering  at  Nunnington  will  allow  for  meat 
inspection  to  take  place  at  approximately  7 p.m.  each  Saturday  night.  The 
Nunnington  Slaughterhouse  continues  to  be  a dead  weight  centre  and  at  both  premises 
the  meat  presented  for  inspection  has  been  of  very  good  quality  with  only  casualty 
animals  presenting  any  cause  for  alarm.  No  trace  of  either  tuberculosis  or 
cysticercus  bovis  was  found  throughout  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  main  supplies  of  water  for  the  District  are  now  under  the  control  of 
the  Rye dale  Joint  Water  Board.  The  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  throughout  1966 

appeared  to  be  adequate "with  possibly ' only  one  or  two  exceptions.  As  in  the 
previous  year  there  was  regular  rainfall  and  conditions  in  time  of  drought  will 
nob  be  satisfactory  in  the  villages  of  Appleton-le-Moors , Lastingham  and  Spaunton. 

The  Water  Board  are  aware  of  this  and  have  proposals  to  augment  the  supply  from  the 
Cropton  area. 

No  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  during  the  year  but  of  the 
35  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  contamination  5 were  considered  to  be 
unsatisfactory c There  appears  to  be  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  method 

of  obtaining  these  samples  and  much  depends  on  the  purpose  for  which  samples  are 
taken.  In  some  instances  samples  have  been  taken  immediately  from  the  tap  without 
sterilisation  or  other  safeguards..  This  method  reveals  the  quality  of  the  water  as 
received  by  the  consumer,  and  any  unsatisfactory  reports  receive  further  investigation 
to  discover  the  cause.  If  the  purpose  is  to  check  that  the  water  in  the  mains  is 
not  contaminated  then  every  precaution  is  taken  to  ensure  that  truly  representative 
samples  are  obtained.  Occasionally  a sample  has  been  taken  direct  from  the  tap  as  a 
consumers  sample  and  this  has  then  been  followed  by  removing  anti-drip  devices  etc. 
sterilising  the  tap  plus  any  other  precautions  which  we re  thought  to  be  justified. 

In  the  case  of  unsatisfactory  samples  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Water  Board  has 
been  received  during  the  year  under  review  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  foster 
good  relationships  with  the  Board's  Staff. 

Some  of  the  moorland  supplies  have  a plumbo-solvent  action  and  this  is  taken 
into  account  in  the  Water  Beard's  Bye-La v/s  where  certain  materials  are  not  permitted 
to  be  used  for  water  pipes  and  others  are  only  permitted  in  certain  circumstances. 

The  following  table  sets  out  the  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  from 
public  mains  direct  into  she  house,  those  supplied  by  means  of  stand  pipes  and 
others  which  have  private  supplies.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Kirby  Mills  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

These  works  receive  sewage  from  Kirkbymoorside  by  gravity  flow  and  from  Kirby 
Mills  by  ejector.  The  flow  from  Kirkbymoorside  is  combined  in  that  surface  water 
and  foul  sewage  are  both  drained  to  the  sewer  and  during  wet  weather  the  Disposal 
Works  operate  to  capacity  with  overflows  positioned  near  the  Sports  Field 
discharging  to  the  River.  The  sewer  serving  Kirby  Mills  receives  foul  drainage  and 
every  effort  is  taken  to  ensure  that  surface  water  does  not  gain  access  as  this  only 
increases  the  flow  to  the  Sewage  Works  and  incurs  additional  pumping  costs.  The 
Works  are  of  the  traditional  type  consisting  of  screen  chambers,  sedimentation  tanks, 
biological  filters  and  humas  tanks  with  sludge  drying  beds  for  the  reception  of  all 

liquid  sludge.  As  in  the  previous  year  straw  has  been  applied  to  these  beds  prior 

to  the  application  of  the  liquid  sludge  and  this  has  resulted  in  quicker  drying  -and 

easier  handling.  It  is  considered  that  the  end  product  is  more  acceptable  with  the 

added  straw  for  use  on  agricultural  land  and  appears  to  have  better  handling  qualities  «• 
Few  complaints  we re  received  during  the  year  concerning  smells  from  these  works  and 
persons  living  locally  have  been  advised  to  inform  the  Sewage  Works  attendant  as  soon 
as  possible  so  that  spraying  with  an  odour  control  compound  might  be  carried  out  at 
the  earliest  opportunity, 

Kirkbymo orside  Sewers 


These  sewers,  in  times  of  storm,  are  operating  to  capacity  and  concern  was 
expressed  during  the  year  regarding  the  number  of  proposals  to  use  land  as  sites  for 
the  construction  of  dwellinghouses  with  drainage  into  the  sewers.  It  is  obvious  that 
if  this  land  should  be  developed  quickly  there  will  be  serious  nuisances  due  to 
surcharge  of  the  sewers.  With  this  in  mind  the  Council  instructed  their  Consulting 
Engineer  to  prepare  a scheme  for  a new  sewer  running  from  West  to  East  through  the 
town  which  would  be  of  adequate  size  to  accommodate  all  drainage  from  land  which 
may  be  developed  within  the  foreseeable  future. 

Hutton-le-Hole 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  is  now  complete  and  all  houses  in  the  village  are 
connected  to  the  sewers.  The  scheme  is  operating  as  a separate  system  and 
wherever  physically  possible  and  where  the  cost  was  not  too  excessive  all  rainwater 
has  been  separated  and  continues  to  discharge  direct  to  the  stream. 

Within  a very  short  time  of  the  Works  being  operational  samples  of  the  treated 
effluent  were  taken  by  the  Rivers  Board  Inspector  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Treatment  is  by  screen  chamber  and  sedimentation  tanks  after  which  the  effluent  is 
pumped  on  to  one  biological  filter  before  passing  through  the  humus  tanks  to  the 
stream.  Liquid  sludge  is  pumped  on  to  drying  beds  and  the  dried  material  is 
removed  by  the  Council's  workmen.  It  is  anticipated  that  heavier  flows  will  reach 
the  Works  during  the  summer  months  when  more  prople  are  in  residence  in  the  village 
and  numbers  of  visitors  increase.  This  scheme  has  resulted  in  the  stream  no  longer 
being  polluted  and  from  a public  health  aspect  is  a welcome  improvement. 

Lastingham 

All  sewers,  house  connections  and  the  sewage  disposal  Works  were  completed 
during  the  year  and  as  at  Hutton-le-Hole  the  Rivers  Board  Inspector  obtained  a 
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satisfactory  report  on  a sample  of  effluent  taken  from  the  outfall  within  a short 
time  of  the  Works  being  commissioned.  The  scheme  is  similar  to  Hutton-le-Hole 
but  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  sewage . to  be  pumped  and  consequently  operational 
costs  will  be  less.  Liquid  sludge  is  pumped  on  the  drying  beds.  This  village  also 
will  have  a heavier  flow  in  the  summer  months  than  has  been  experienced  to  date  and 
it  is  during  the  summer  when  the  full  benefits  will  be  seen  for  previously  the 
village  stream  has  been  nothing  more  than  an  open  sewer. 

Here  also  the  rain  water  has  been  separated  and  discharged  direct  to  stream. 

It  is  extremely  difficult,  in  fact  impossible,  to  maintain  10C$  separation  of  rain 
water  but  every  endeavour  will  be  taken  to  restrict  discharges. 

Nunnington 

Slow  progress  has  been  made  with  the  scheme  to  pump  sewage  from  Nunnington 
to  the  existing  works  at  Harome.  These  works  are  operated  by  a Joint  Committee 
of  Helmsley  Rural  District  Council  and  this  Authority  and  approvals  have  been 
given  for  the  scheme  to  go  ahead.  The  Engineers  are  working  on  the  amendments 
necessary  to  the  Works  to  receive  this  additional  effluent  and  as  soon  as  all 
agreements  are  obtained  application  for  Ministry  approval  will  go  ahead.  This 
scheme  appears  to  be  one  which  might  proceed  in  1967. 

Wombleton  and  Nawton 

The  sewage  from  these  villages  discharges  into  the  Disposal  Works  at  Harome 
which  also  receives  the  villages  of  Beadlam  and  Harome  in  the  Helmsley  Rural  District. 
The  system  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 

Sewage  Disposal  - General 

In  the  remaining  districts  of  the  Council's  area  treatment  of  drainage  is  by 
private  septic  tanks  and  the  effluent  from  these  is  discharged  either  to  soakaways 
or  into  village  drains.  These  drains  in  the  cases  of  Appleton-le-Moors , Great 
Eds tone,  Fadmoor,  Gillamoor  and  Salton  discharge  into  gutters  which  require  cleansing 
from  time  to  time.  This  is  not  a satisfactory  method  of  disposal  for  even  when  the 
gutters  have  been  cleansed  there  continues  to  be  a foul  effluent  present.  The 
Council's  policy  is  to  eliminate  these  gutters  by  the  provision  of  new  sewers  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  the  completion  of  this  policy  should  be  hastened  whenever 
possible. 

DRAINAGE 

The  Building  Regulations  19&3  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  February,  1966 
and  set  out  detailed  requirements  for  the  construction  of  drains,  sewers  and  septic 
tanks.  Some  of  the  more  important  requirements  of  the  Regulations  concern  the 
increased  size  of  septic  tanks,  the  use  of  back-inlet  gullies  and  the  use  of  flexible 
joints  on  drain  pipes.  Although  adding  cost  to  building  work  these  requirements  will 
result  in  improved  performance  of  drainage  systems. 

The  Council  have  continued  to  encourage  the  provision  of  W.C.'s  in.,  place  of 
the  conservancy  type  closets  and  gave  help  financially  either  by  way  of  improvement 
grants  or  of  a £10,  grant  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Council  were  considering  serving  Notices  under  Section  4 7 of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936  requiring  the  conversion  of  conservancy  type  closets  to  the  water  carriage 
system  at  six  cottages  in  Chapel  Street,  Nawton.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  have 
conversion  work  carried  out  at  Hutton-le-Hole  and  Lastingham  where  the  public  sewers 
are  now  available.  If  it  appears  that  this  work  is  not  carried  out  voluntarily  a 
report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council.  l8  conservancy  type  closets  were  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  S.  & D.  Fore  and  Aft  tipping  lorry  was  put  into  use  at  the  beginning  of 
January  and  has  proved  a valuable  asset  to  the  district.  Reduced  journeys  to  the 
tip  together  with  a lower  number  of  man  hours  per  week  have  offset  the  cost  of  this 
vehicle.  The  amount  of  dust  and  blown  paper  during  loading  and  emptying  has  been 
diminished  and  the  work  of  emptying  bins  has  been  made  easier  by  the  standard 
tipping  height  when  compared  with  the  problems  encountered  in  filling  a side  loader. 

It  was  decided  to  concentrate  refuse  disposal  at  Cockerhill  Quarry,  Wombleton 
and  take  no  further  loads  to  the  other  two  sites  at  Kirkdale  Howl  near  Kirkbymoorsir- :. 
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and  at  High  Lane,  Nawton.  Eventually  these  two  sites  will  be  closed  to  the  public 
and  the  tipping  surfaces  will  be  sealed.  It  will  result  in  less  maintenance  of 
access  roads  and  reduce  the  amount  of  time  needed  to  treat  the  area  for  rats,  flies, 
etc. 

For  a trial  period  the  Morris  Pickup  has  been  used  in  the  more  remote  areas 
to  collect  refuse  and  to  date  this  has  proved  more  economical  and  generally  more 
satisfactory  than  would  the  use  of  the  large  vehicle.  Weekly  visits  are  made  to 
Kirkbymoorside,  Kirby  Mills,  Keldholme,  Wombleton,  Nawton  and  Welburn,  with  a 
fortnightly  - collection  in  all  other  villages  and  outlaying  farms  except  Bransdale 
and  Farndale  where  a visit  is  made  once  every  four  weeks.  In  the  last  few  years  no 
charge  was  made  to  the  cost  of  refuse  collection  for  a Refuse  Collection  vehicle 
as  the  loan  on  the  old  Bedford  had  been  paid  off  and  nothing  was  being  put  to  a 
vehicle  fund.  The  fact  that  principle  and  Interest  are  now  being  charged  for  the 
new  vehicle  accounts  for  most  of  the  increase  in  cost  of  the  service  which  in  1966 
was  £3,310.  It  is  considered  that  this  figure  will  continue  to  increase  but  not  to 
any  large  extent  in  1967. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Public  Conveniences  are  provided  by  the  Council  at  Crown  Square,  Kirkbymoorside 
and  those  at  Low  Mills,  Farndale  are  owned  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council.  Both 
are  the  responsibility  of  this  Council  for  cleaning  and  all  receipts  are  paid  to  the 
Council's  account.  In  previous  years  the  Kirkbymoorside  Conveniences  have  suffered 
damage  to  the  decorations  and  the  year  under  review  was  no  exception.  Several 
alternative  treatments  were  considered  but  they  were  thought  to  be  either  too 
expensive  or  would  give  no  better  results.  It  is  possible  to  apply  a rough  finish 
which  is  difficult  to  write  on  but  the  ones  seen  to  date  are  also  difficult  to  clean 
and  soon  look  dirty.  It  would  be  an  advantage  if  hot  water  could  be  provided  in 
part  of  the  Kirkbymoorside  Conveniences  for  the  use  of  the  staff  when  cleansing. 
Receipts  for  the  year  were  £29.  1.  0,  from  Kirkbymoorside  and  £13.  8.  2.  from 
Farndale. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Owing  to  pressure  of  other  work  It  was  not  possible  to  commence  inspections 
under  this  Act  until  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Several  offences  against  the 
Act  were  discovered  but  the  owners  expressed  a willingness  to  bring  their  premises 
up  to  standard  and  re-inspections  will  be  carried  out  to  ensure  compliance. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  i960 

Two  site  licences  were  issued  during  the  year.  Both  are  in  association  with 
the  construction  of  new  dwellinghouses.  Upon  completion  of  the  structures  the 
caravans  will  be  either  removed  or  will  become  immune  from  licencing  due  to  the  owners 
living  in  the  dwellinghouses  and  the  caravans  being  stored  within  the  grounds. 

Notices  were -served  on  the  owners  of  land  at  Kirby  Mills,  Wombleton  Aerodrome  and 
Nawton  pointing  out  that  contraventions  of  the  Act  had  taken  place  by  the  stationing 
of  caravans  on  the  land  without  site  licences.  In  all  20  caravans  were  involved. 

The  land  owners  obtained  the  removal  of  the  caravans  within  a reasonable  time  of  the 
Notice  being  served  and  further  action  was  not  considered  necessary. 

There  are  no  commercial  sites  in  this  district  but  one  exists  in  Helmsley 
District  near  the  boundary  with  this  Authority  and  another  exists  at  Wrelton  some 
2 miles  inside  the  Pickering  district.  No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 

enforcing  this  Act  and  the  area  seems  to  be  adequately  served  for  the  time  being  by 
sites  in  other  districts. 

As  in  the  previous  year  the  Caravan  Club  gave  Certificates  for  the  use  of  land 
at  Wombleton  disused  Aerodrome  (Mr.  Hannan)  and  land  at  the  rear  of  the  Crown  Inn, 
Hutton-le-Hole  (Mrs.  N„  Payne)  as  sites  for  Caravan  Club  members. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1936 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

SWIMMING  POOLS  AND  BATHS 


There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  or  baths  in  this  District. 

A scheme  was  prepared  for  the  erection  of  a swimming  pool  on  a site  at 
Pickering  by  a Joint  Committee  of  the  Pickering  Urban  and  Rural  Councils  and  this 


Authority*  At  the  end  of  the  year  no  definite  starting  date  had  been  given  for  this 
work. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

Co-operation  with  the  Helms ley  Rural  District  Council  in  the  operation  of 
this  Act  has  proved  satisfactory  over  many  years  and  no  variation  in  the  system  is 
considered  to  be  necessary*  Regular  visits  and  treatments  made  throughout  the 
Districts  form  the  main  contribution  to  the  control  of  rodents.  It  is  considered 
of  the  utmost  importance  to  deal  with  every  report  no  matter  how  trivial  for  this 
prevents  major  investations  occuringc  One  rodent  control  operative  is  employed 
full  time  throughout  the  two  districts  and  regular  visits  are  made  to  ensure  that 
control  measures  are  being  adopted  even  in  districts  where  preventive  measures  are 
carried  out  privately. 

There  is  still  no  evidence  in  this  district  of  rodents  developing  warfarin 
resistance  and  good  results  are  still  obtained  with  the  use  of  this  chemical. 

Refuse  tips,  sewage  disposal  systems  and  other  Council  owned  property  are 
regularly  treated  and  in  all  228  visits  for  rodent  control  work  were  made  during 
the  year.  These  were  followed  by  visits  for  treatment  as  necessary.  A free  service 
is  offered  to  all  house-holders  except  where  businesses  are  involved  or  livestock 
such  as  poultry,  pigs,  etc.  are  kept.  The  amount  recoverable  from  such  business 
premises  during  1966  was  £79®  10.  9? 

FERAL  PIGEONS 

Complaints  were  received  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  that  feral  pigeons  we re 
causing  nuisance  by  fouling  roofs,  window  ler  yes,  yards,  pavements  etc.  in 
Kirkbymoorside.  The  Council  authorised  action  to  be  taken  under  Section  7k  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1961  and  upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  pigeons  were  sleeping 
in  old  buildings,  under  archways  and  on  ledges  of  privately  owned  property.  The 
co-operation  of  owners  and  occupiers  was  obtained  and  the  birds  were  prevented  from 
obtaining  access  to  any  site  where  they  could  not  be  caught.  The  result  was  that 
pigeons  began  to  frequent  old  lofts  and  outbuildings  where  they  could  be  fairly 
easily  caught  at  night,  time.  The  result  was  that  in  the  12  months  a total  of  129 
pigeons  and  50  eggs  wex’e  destroyed.  This  work  cannot  be  rushed  if  good  results  are 
to  be  expected  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  numbers  of  pigeons  can 
be  kept  within  bounds  providing  regular  action  is  taken  and  the  continued  co-operation 
of  the  public  is  available.  Some  members  of  the  public  encourage  these  birds  by 
regular  feeding  and  this  should  be  discouraged  for  droppings  from  these  birds  can 
cause  nuisance  to  people  living  near  to  the  feeding  zone, 

BUILDING  REGULATIONS 


The  Building  Regulations  1965  came  into  force  on  the  1st  February,  1966  and 
have  been  applied  to  all  plans  received  after  that  date.  Any  plans  approved  before 

that  date  continue  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Council's  Building  Byelaws.  It 
will  be  some  time  before  all  building  work  is  subject  to  the  Regulations  but  to 
date  Architects  and  Contractors  have  appeared  eager  to  comply  with  the  new  standards. 
After  operating  the  Regulations  for  almost  a year  it  seems  that  in  general  most  of 
the  requirements  are  to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  the  applicant  but  there  are  some 
short  comings  and  it  is  undei'stood  that  amending  Regulations  are  being  considered 
which  it  is  hoped  will  attend  to  these  matters. 

Planning  control  of  the  district  is  in  the  hands  of  the  No.  5 Area  Planning 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Count;-  Council,  All  applications  are  submitted  to  'his 
department  prior  to  them  being  forwarded  to  the  Area  Planning  Officer.  Copies  of 
the  application  forms  and  plans  are  retained  at  this  office  and  a list  of  all 
applications  submitted  for  approval  are  displayed  in  the  main  window  of  the  Council 
Offices  and  another  is  printed  each  month  in  a local  newspaper.  If  any  of  the 
applications  are  considered  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  submission  to 
the  Parish  Council  or  Meeting  this  is  done  by  the  Area  Planning  Officer.  In  general 
the  system  seems  to  work  quite  well  although  occasionally  there  are,  of  course, 
some  disagreements  with  the  Planning  Committee's  decisions.  It  is  felt  that  with 
such  an  indefinite  subject  as  planning  control  this  is  inevitable  but  it  does  also 
show  that  there  is  more  public  interest  in  the  subject  than  existed  a few  years  ago. 
Perhaps  one  of  the  most  discussed  subjects  has  been  the  use  of  artificial  stone  as 
opposed  to  natural  stone  and  it  is  a regular  complaint  from  applicants  that  they 
have  to  bear  the  extra  cost  of  natural  stone  in  order  that  visitors  to  the  district 
may  enjoy  the  landscape.  This  problem,  of  course,  applies  particularly  to  the 
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laying  of  electricity  cables  underground.  It  does  seem  that  at  some  future  date 
the  Nation  will  have  to  decide  whether  they  are  prepared  to  pay  the  extra  cost  of 
maintaining  a natural  landscape  for  the  benefit  of  the  Nation  at  the  expense  of  the 
nation  and  not  at  the  expense  of  the  few  inhabitants  who  are  the  ''caretakers'*  of  the 
National  Parks.

SCHOOLS 

Upon  completion  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  System  at  Hutton-le-Hole  the  North 
Riding  County  Council  installed  W.C.'s  at  the  Hutton-le-Hole  Village  School  and 
these  were  put  in  operation  as  soon  as  the  disposal  works  were  completed.  It  is 
anticipated  that  as  soon  as  a sewage  disposal  system  is  available  at  Nunnington 
similar  amenities  will  be  provided  at  that  site. 


CONCLUSION 


It  has  not  been  possible,  throughout  the  year  under  review,  to  give  adequate 
attention  to  every  facet  of  the  Department's  responsibilities.  This  has  been  due  in 
the  main  to  the  time  required  to  be  spent  on  the  schemes  for  sewers  and  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Hutton-le-Hole  and  Lastingham. 

Each  year  additional  duties  are  added  to  the  already  formidible  list  and  1966 
was  no  exception.  Every  endeavour  was  made  to  impliment  the  requirements  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  but  not  all  premises  had  been  inspected  by 
the  year  end. 

1967  promises  further  new  legislation  but  building  construction  work  may  be  the 
cause  of  most  concern. 


If  extensive  building  operations  are  carried  out  by  the  Council  and  private 
developers  the  need  for  regular  inspections  will  severely  restrict  other  duties. 

Essential  services  will  continue  to  receive  priority  treatment  whilst  other 
less  important  duties  will  take  second  place. 

Bearing  in  mind  that  Members  of  the  Council,  espcially  the  Chairman  and  Chairmen 
of  Committees,  are  invariably  busy  people,  it  has  been  the  practice  to  present  to 
them  only  those  items  requiring  a policy  decision  or  items  needing  action  which  only 
the  Council  can  authorise.  Day  to  day  administrative  decisions  are  dealt  with  as  they 
arise  and  the  Council  are  asked  to  authorise  legal  action  only  when  persuasion  fails. 
Public  Health  problems  are  seldom  straightforward  but  Members  have  continued  to  show 
patience  allied  with  interest  and  understanding.  I am  grateful  to  them  and  also  to  Dr. 
Couper  who  always  makes  time  available  in  his  busy  round  to  deal  with  the  more  serious 
problems. 

One  tends  to  think  only  of  the  names  listed  on  the  front  of  this  report  when 
talking  of  Public  Health  Department  staff  but  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I record  the 
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assistance  given  to  me  throughout  the  year  by  all  members  of  the  staff  both  office 
and  outdoor.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  have  now  been  in  operation  since  1959» 

This  year  legislation  is  under  consideration  to  direct  attention  on 
Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles. 

At  the  time  of  making  this  Report  it  will  be  exceedingly  difficult 
to  adopt  these  requirements  particularly  with  regard  to  delivery  vehicles. 
However  the  Regulations  when  they  come  into  operation  will  require  that 
all  food  delivery  vehicles  based  in  the  area  are  notified  to  the  Local 
Authority. 

There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  notified  during 
the  year.  One  case  did  occur  in  an  isolated  community,  but  after 
investigation  effective  measures  of  control  were  very  quickly  put  into 
operation. 

There  are  no  dairies  in  the  District,  and  no  milk  samples  have  been 
taken. 

Bakehouses 

There  are  two  bakehouses  in  the  area  which  ha\e  been  visited.  Satisfactcry 
conditions  prevailed.

The  Ryedale  Jjoint  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supply  and 
distribution  of  water  throughout  the  Rural  District,  except  of 
course  where  private  supplies  still  exist.  The  private  supplies 
are  usually  unsatisfactory  in  their  quantity  or  quality,  sometimes 
in  both. 

Boiling  orders  have  been  issued  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  where  any  excessive  degree  of  contamination 
has  been  found. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  Council  operates  a roadside  collection  throughout  the  District. 
All  bins  are  emptied  once  a fortnight  where  on  classified  roads.  Two 
Vehicles  are  in  operation.  Two  men  Crews  are  employed  to  each  Vehicle. 
Bins  are  put  out  and  replaced  by  the  residents.  Intermittent  complaints 
occur  relating  to  taking  out  and  replacing  the  Bins,  particularly  from 
new  residents.  There  is  a section  of  Ratepayers  who  would  welcome  a 
weekly  collection,  but  with  the  Staff  and  Plant  available  this  is  not 
possible . 

Method  of  disposal  is  by  crude  tipping  only.  This  is  possible  due 
to  isolation  factor,  but  it  is  not  hygienic  or  to  be  recommended. 
Complaints  occur  from  time  to  time.  No  constant  labour  or  supervision 
takes  place  on  tips.  Levelling  is  carried  out  periodically  by  hired 
bulldozer.  Sites  of  tips  are  isolated  and  very  little  nuisance  occurs. 

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  demands  increases  every  year  with 
new  houses  and  conversions.  The  consistency  of  household  refuse  is 
changing  rapidly  over  to  pacakages,  tins,  and  other  bulk  items. 

Sewerage 

There  are  now  five  sewerage  schemes  in  operation  in  the  District 
serving  a total  of  approximately  730  houses.  They  are  situated

These  receive  daily  attention  and  samples  taken  by  the  River 
Pollution  Board,  where  applicable,  ensure  that  this  work  is  done 
methodically  and  satisfactorily. 

A Sewage  Pump  which  is  mobile  is  now  available  throughout  the 
area  for  the  work  of  this  nature. 

The  purchase  of  a Cesspool  Emptier  Vehicle  planned  for  1967  will 
greatly  help  to  cope  with  the  Sewerage  Problem  within  the  District. 

Two  collective  systemsof  Sewerage  to  serve  as  many  Villages,  Parishes, 
as  economically  as  possible  with  two  Disposal  V/orks  tire  planned  for  the

These  are  situated  in  the  Parishes  of  Thornton  Dale  and 
Rosedale  Abbey,  and  cater  for  the  visitors  to  the  District. 

The  one  at  Rosedale  is  closed  for  the  winter  months. 

They  are  supervised  by  direct  labour. 

No  charge  is  made  for  admission  and  no  serious  damage  has 
been  committed. 

Licensed  Premises. 

There  are  twenty-one  Licensed  Premises  in  the  area. 

Satisfactory  conditions  prevail  in  all  except  one,  which  is 

under  consideration. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

Two  sites  were  licensed  during  the  year  and  four  removed. 

There  are  now  eleven  sites  licensed  in  the  area  involving 
seventy  eight  caravans.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANT  S 

Up  t 0 date  four  hundred  and  three  houses  have  been  brought  up  to 
modern  standards  in  this  district  with  financial  assistance  from  the 
Authority  involving  grants  of  £74,754. 

Forty  eight  enquiries  have  been  dealt  with  and  forty  two  proceeded 

wi  th .

From  the  details  available,  it  would  appear  that  a considerable 
amount  of  work  is  being  carried  out  to  old  property  to  provide  modern 
amenities,  particularly  when  change  of  ownership  occurs.  This  preserves 
the  amenities  and  character  of  a village. 

Demolition  is  only  resorted  to  when  houses  are  badly  situated  and 
not  capable  of  being  rendered  fit.  The  standard  of  accommodation  in 
the  country  Villages  is  far  higher  than  certain  areas  of  our  towns  and  cities. 
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HOUSING. 


The  building  of  houses  by  private  enterprise  in  the  District 
has  been  steady  and  has  kept  pace  with  the  Demand. 

There  are  still  a few  new  houses  available  for  house  purchase,  but 
again  the  price  of  new  houses  would  appear  to  be  out  of  range  of  the 
lower  income  group. 

As  far  as  the  Local  Authority  is  concerned,  it  is  hoped  that  more 
houses  will  be  completed  in  1967,  particularly  for  old  people. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  development  at  Normanby  was  delayed 
and  the  permitted  number  of  three  will  undoubtedly  prove  inadequate. 

Twenty  five  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  b^r  private 
enterprise  and  five  by  the  Local  Authority.

Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs  Cooper  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1966.

Water  Supply 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  area  supplied  by 
the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  during  the  year.  Consequently 
there  is  still  a need  for  an  improved  supply  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  district. 

1565  houses  are  connected  to  public  water  mains. 

20  samples  of  water  from  public  mains  and  private 
supplies  were  taken  during  the  year,  all  of  which  proved 
to  be  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  three  which  were 
from  private  supplies. 


The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  dwelling 
houses  and  the  population  supplied  by  public  mains  and 
other  private  sources.

Refuse  Collection 

This  year  saw  a more  frequent  collection  of  refuse 
in  the  Stape  and  Bean  Sheaf  areas.  The  frequency  of  collection 
was  three  monthly  and  I am  happy  to  report  that  refuse  is 
now  collected  fortnightly. 

The  town  area  continues  to  enjoy  a once  weekly 
collection. 

Sewage  Disposal 

There  are  no  changes  to  report  at  the  sewage 
disposal  works. 

The  difficulty  of  disposing  of  sewage  sludge  is 
still  with  us  and  while  we  have  a farmer  who  is  taking  sludge 
at  the  moment  the  thought  is  always  present  that  should  this 
source  of  disposal  be  discontinued  there  appears  to  be  no 
other. 

Slaughterhouses 

There  is  now  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in 
the  district. 

63  visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  purpose 
ofmeat  inspection.  428  animals  were  inspected  and  104  lbs  of 
meat/offal  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

One  case  of  Cystercercus  bovis  was  discovered  and 
treated  in  the  usual  way  by  prolonged  refrigeration.

Milk  Supply 

During  the  year  8 samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
statutory  tests  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

During  the  year  227  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose 
of  rodent  control  work  and  6l  properties  were  found  to  be  infested. 


The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations  1963. 

There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district. 

It  is  the  usual  practise  for  bakers  to  vise  cracked  fresh 
eggs  which  are  readily  available  from  the  egg  packing  stations  in 
the  district. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  i960 

There  are  4l  premises  in  the  district  to  which  the 
regulations  apply  all  of  which  are  fitted  to  comply  with  regulations 
16  & 19. 


Offices  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act  19^3* 

During  the  year  23  visits  were  made  under  the  Act  . 
Seven  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found  all  of  which  were 
remedied  by  informal  action. 

Housing 

The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  were: 
By  local  authority  Nil 
By  private  enterprise  16 

Sixteen  applications  for  improvement  grants  were 
approved  amounting  to  £ 3772.  Os.  Od.  and  one  was  refused. 

83  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  these 
applications. 

Nuisances 

24  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  investigate 
alleged  nuisances. 

17  nuisances  were  found,  15  were  abated  by  informal 
action  and  1 by  statutory  action. 

A further  abatement  notice  was  served  under  section 
93  in  respect  of  a nuisance  which  had  previously  been  the  subject 
of  such  a notice.  No  court  action  was  taken  but  the  nuisance 
was  eventually  abated. 

It  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  section  58 
Public  Health  Act  1936  in  respect  of  two  buildings.  One  case  was 
represented  to  court  and  the  other  settled  informally. 

Caravan  Sites  & Control  Development  Act  1961. 

There  are  six  licensed  sites  in  the  area,  all  for 
one  caravan  only. 

From  time  to  time  action  has  to  be  taken  against 
the  use  of  unlicensed  sites  which  is  a thing  to  be  expected  in 
an  area  such  as  this  and  although  there  is  a reluctance  to  take 
formal  action  the  site  is  eventually  cleared. 

Offensive  Trades 

There  are  two  knacker’s  yards  in  the  district. 

23  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  there  were 
no  matters  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Committee.

There  are  25  factories  in  the  district  and  4l 
visits  were  made  during  the  year.
